These plants are frostproof, 
and will usually stand a temperature of ten degrees below freezing. Set the plants in the soil up 
to the bud and water. For sucking insects spray with Blackleaf 40 or dust with Rotenone. For 
leaf-eating insects dust with calcium arsenate or 5% DDT dust.
